Foreword 

This Technical Specification (TS) has been produced by Joint Technical Committee (JTC) Broadcast of the European

The WorldDAB Information and Registration Centre will confirm that no numbering conflicts occur at this stage and 
circulate the proposal to WorldDAB Technical Committee members for a 30 day comment period. If there are no 
adverse comments, then the application, as amended by any helpful editorial suggestions will be accepted and published 
within 30 days on the WorldDAB website. If there are adverse comments, then the application will be considered by 
WorldDAB Technical Committee at its next plenary meeting following the comment period. WorldDAB Information 
and Registration Centre will prepare a briefing for that meeting and the applicant will be given an opportunity to 
describe their proposal and reasons for it. The decision of the WorldDAB Technical Committee meeting will be final 
and if the application is accepted, as amended by any helpful editorial suggestions, it will be published within 30 days 
on the WorldDAB website.
